In view of the newly submitted claims and arguments presented, the rejections of 
record under 35 USC 103(a) over Columbo in view of Mohammadi, and 35 USC 112, 
first and second paragraphs, are hereby withdrawn. 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the present claims are 
directed to contact dermatitis specifically and the claims of '478 are directed to 
cutaneous inflammation in general.
